IN the vcar 1756 the GoveTT)or*« House sto<^ within the Old Fort Dr. 

C. R. Wilson writes of it : 

"In the middle of‘the sooth section of the fort wes the Governor's 
House which Hamilton descrit^s as * the best and roost regular 
piece' of architecture that I ever saw in foiiia.' This building 
forroed three sides of a rectangle Its west and principal face was 
a45 feet long. In the centre of this was the great gate, and from 
it a colonnade ran down to the wa ter gate and the landing-stage. 
Entering the great gate and turning to jonr left, yon ascended the 
grand staircase which led to lire hall and ihe principal rooms of 
the factory. *rhe tooth-ea.st wing ctinialned the apartments of 
the Governor.” 

In the years Dr. Wilson had the privilege of making escavatiouV 

on the site of the Old Fort, and the result of his labours was to confirm 
Hamilton's higli praise of the ” piece of architecture.” 

It wash down Ihe colonnade leading.to the south water-gate of the Fort 
that Governor Drake made his base escape to the ships on June 2olh. 175^' 
.Axcording to Holwell it was through "the small western gate” Siraju'd- 
daulab entered the Fort. Holwell slates that on the evening of the aoth. 
prior to the tragedy of Ihe Black Hole, he had three Interviews with thy 



Nawab—“one in Durbar.” 

On January and, 1757* the keys of the Fort were surrendered to 
Clive, who,*00 the day following, made the keys over to Admiral Watson, 
who in turn delivered them to Governor Drake. Drake, who remained as 
Governor till June 1758. possessed a house of his own, and this hou««, 
previous to July 3rd. 1758. was purchased by the Council for Rs. fi,ooo, 
" to be ua^ as an Import Warehouse when tbr ( dd Fort was clearing out to 
military’.” The Admiral was accommodated in Mr. Watts' house, which had 
been valued at the sum of Rs. 300! Mr. Richard Court's house was pur. 
chased for ciuTeot? rupees 8,700 ” for the publick offices of this Settlement 
and for tire holding of councils.” During this period it may be conjectured 
that Give, when in Calcutta, resided in the Fort 

Miss Blfchyndcn in her. ” Calcutta Past and Present” gives an interest¬ 


ing eatracl from ”a private diary” which we will ahhretlate:—

Derd[s l7St>f634 I have been able to ascertain that Hamiltoa'a houiic was 
too far to the east to be described as " behind the Flay House " and tc h 
pcrfettly certain that it was noi the house occupied by Philip Francis. Mtss 
Blechyndeu herself does not trust to ihe " private diary/^ ^as siie writes 
Clive most likely occupied 'Mr. Eyre’^t bouse,'’ if such it was during the 
three years nf hLs first adoiintst ration of BongaJ. from January 1757 to 
February i76n, when he sailed for England.'* Htrc arc a number of 
errors, for Ciivo's first administration commenced in July lyjS. Mr. Fyi'cs 
hoiu!'^ must have been on the site sub^reqaently xenpied by the Play House, 
erected by public sobsaiplion in 1775* and Eyre's hgtrse and others adjoining 
it serm to have been erased oarH* in iyjy in prder lo provide "an CiSplanade 
for the factory*'* On September stnd i j€o we find a reference to Oive's 
Honse in the Public Consultation : — 

**The Sea Cu^lnm Master leporir tu (he Board that he fans pitched upon 
the Dwvlllng-Hou^ belonging lo Hox^moTnuJlL latelj^ possessed by 
Cninnei Clive, as the must proper place fot* a Custom Houjie." 

HtrlweU al-io bad his own houae. it was " conLiguoutt, to the Old Ditdi," 
ihc creek that ran irom the Concba Codee Ghaut (Colnn*sGhai), along Hoijtitjgs 
Stfpel, through Dingla Baisgha lo tlie Salt Lohes^ and of which a inemory is 
prc<^cfved in Creek Row. This l^ousei however, ivna purchased for the lica and 
Laud Custom Masiir (K Becljer) in 1759, before Efolweli succeeded lo Clive. 
In lhai year tlit* Bengal Coundl punchased Mr. Carvalho's house for the 
residence of Lieat -Colonel Eyre Coote. but m ilie following year, this house 
" being lJ*e most convenient far the Govomnr/* it was made over to Henry 
Vannittun. who had come from Madras to succeed Holwdl In the chair. "For 
ibe Commanding OFlicet of our Troops in Bengal," the Council purchased, at 
current rupees 20,000, Mr. Hwlmts' house* " near the Furl and Barracks, " 
These pmchases were apologised forgo the ground : " wt judge it much more 
for ibr Company's interest than paying house rtnl, as they will always fetch 
the sutn& paid for theta."

There arc, so far as the prcicni writer b aware, no reason^ for rejeding the 
idea iHnt Clive occupied the house in Clive Street daring the period fd hh 
secondadminiiration* Governor John Cartier appears in have used Brlvitiere a* 
bis garden house. The Dutch Admiral Stavorinua in 1765 describes how a 
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newly-arrivetl Director of the Dutch Inritu Company dined with Mr 
VercUt in *' his country-house about two hours walk from Calcutta,** and later 
on how ''at six o’clock that evening Mr. Cartier came to fetch Ihr Director 
and his company to uke a ride to his country seat about two Dutch miles 
from Calcutta, where we were entertained with an excellent concert performed 
by amateurs and an elegant supper** It is milikcly, however, that Brtvidere 
was an official residence of the Governor. Wlirn in tyja or 1773 Harwell 
purchased the famous Kiddrrpore House from the Nawab. I>e felt him^^lf free 
to lend Belvidere to a lady whose character Itas been much blown upon 
by the author of that disgusting book the ** Intrigues of a Nabob'* Kidder- 
pore House had been the property of a Mr: Atexandcri who sold n 10 
tlie Nabob of Murshtdabad—or rather, as the latter was a minor, to his 
mother, the Begum: but Mr. Aldcrsey, the then next highest in power to the 
Governor, entered the bouse trithout asking |>ermissioo. In ll<r meanwhile 
Barweli purchased the house from the Brgum, and when Aldersey en- 
deavourrd to place a civilian of the name of Goodwin in possession, (rouble 
ensued Barweli writr^ in one letter r •* I hold Bdvidere. which 1 lent to 
Mrs. Thompson, by no other right ih.'.n my right to the Garden House. Ute 
Alexander’s." In another: " Beivedire. you must know, does not belong to 
me, and 1 liave held it only during the pleasure of Mr. Aldcraey.^' As Mrs 
Thompson was not to remain In Belvidere, Barweli wrote to Goodwin: "You 
will not be offended at my accommodating Mrs. Thompson, to whom 1 can 
offer no other habitation than the gardens you now occupy. My tow'n house 
is engaged to Mr. Barton and hb family, and .were it not, a residence in town 
is not agreeable to Mrs. Thompson." Aldersey, it may be explained, was 
onr of the Madras civilians whom Clive had brought to Calcutta In 1765 to 
>uprrsede Bengal civilians of whom Barweli had been one * 

The history of Belvidere. after it had ceased to he a portion of W'arren 
Hastings's AUpur estate, haa been sketched by Mr. C. E Bucktand in hb 
** Bengal under the Lieutenant-Gor'ernors." Tlie subject of the various 
Warren Hastings' properties is a large one, and may be left for discussion in 
a later article 

Turning to Upjohn's Map of Calcutta, 1793, we find, In wlial ta oow tlie 
soutliem part of the compound of Government Huttse, two distinct buildings, 
each with its several offices. To the west there is the Council House; to the 
east Government House. Both face the Esplanade Row which at this dale 
runs continuously from Chand Pal Ghat to Dburrumtollah. and forms a 
thoroughfare known as the "Respondentia." A picture of this Govern- 
ineot House Is to be found in the series of twelve engraved views published 
by the elder Daniel in 1786.W. Grandprd, who \isit«d Calcutta in the 
year 1790. writes;— 
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•* The Gos’crnor-Gmcnd ilte Eogluh ScUleminr^ ©»5rt of the CApe of 
Good Hope, reside* At Calcutta. As there is no place yet built for 
him, tie lives in a house on the CspUtude opposite the dtadel. The 
house is liandsome. but by no means ^qual to what it ought to be 
for a personage of to much importance. Many private tndividusU 
in the town Imve houses as good ; and If lUc Governor were disposed 
to any cairaordinary luxuryj he must curb hJs inclination for want 
of tfio necessary wreommbdation of room. The house of the 
Governor of Pondicherry is much more magniftccnl *’ 
ft may seem »trangC| but ii fa Uie IruUi Uial tlifa (Tow-cnimeni House did 
not belong to the Company. In the year t;8d the house was indeed occupied 
by Lord Cornwallis, but Its owocr was the famous ex.Kaib Dewan. Muhammad 
Re*a Khan, who in that year mortgaged the fimpcrty to Captain Thomas 
Burgess, Jr. lor Ci. Rs. 1,07,73345.0. In 171)3 Messrs. Dnng. CtrUnd and 
Co. put up for sale by auction a house {•* situated bnmcdiatcly to itie northward 
of’'Sir WllliaJM Jones, on the great road leading from llic Old Court House 
to the Esplanade.*’) which lud been •' rented for sicca Rupees 500 per month 
by the Marquis Cornwallis for the resuicncc ol Lordship’s Aido-de-Camp»-*' 
Lord Comwallfa IcU Madras on his way Home on October 1793, and perhaps 
Sir John Shore, hfa sncocssor, did not care to keep up the expense of n 
house for Ufa A..D -C.V In 1788 Sir John Shore had been residing in a 

house to the north of " Govemmeot House-’ 

Wc have observed that if fa a curious fact that Guvernment Hooso of 
1738 was not the property uf the Company li may be that by " Government 
was siill und^tood the Nawali or hfa Naib’s GovernmenL In this case ihc 
official residence of the Naib Diwan migbr hart; l»ceu called " Government 
House/* although it was not the residence ol the Compiiny • Governor. In 
the day** when the Company had at Us disposal tlw! finest sites in the town, 
its dr^l of burying iU capital in buildings was so grrat, and *0 often and so 
petulantly expressed, that, much to the Company's loss in the long run. Hie 
Company liad to avail itself of speculations in house building exceedingly 

profitable to Us servants in their private cajwcily.

6,480 TUe ptoposni that Che 
inhabitants should be taxed in nrdrr to punchue the hntinc bom the Company 
led 10 prorest*^ and althoijgh tbe Justices ordered the iDtiabitnnU to be 
asfefsed, the Council, two years later* report that no assessment had been 
made- in tjjf the CouncP repart;—'

Out of this sum of Rs, 3.560, R*, .100 only wat psid (0 the Company, but 
wc read that in 1733 " the statement of the bWh Iuhabkants for the Town 
Hall and Gaol had made them uneasy," and il would appear that in the end the 
Amhxi^dor’s House was not dismantled but utilised as jail It bad certainty 
been used for the Mayor^s Court, for in the first voTume of the' Procceedings 
of tbiU Court, December i6tlv* 17^7 to December (738, the beading runs 
“Courts held at the Ambassador's House.*' In 1746 ihe SherilT repurtji : — 
‘The gaol of the Town ol Calcutta wanting great repairs* f lake the 
Uberty to lay the same Keiore you, and your Honour* etc will please 
to give orders that the same may be repaired as al prt^nt il u 
hardly in a condition to *ecure the prisoners. The dour frames to 
the condemned hold arc quite rotten* as arc also most of the 
wrinilows and door panes througliout the prison. Il is also leaky 
and lie cHunam dropt off in Beveml places, which* if not repaireck 
will be In a much worse condition and coasequrntly of greater 
expenae to Uie Hi>noiirab1e Company.'* 

Probably nubstontial repairs were cffceied* for after the sjcmr of Calciitla* 
the jail stands valued at Rs* 7,000, En »j^jMt i* de.M:r*bed in an oflEml 
report ** av Very clean and wholerome; only wants h separate apartment for 
won>cn to mate jt convenicpt/* In 1778, luiwevcr, 11 ho* fallen ag^iio into a 
mifious stale, and in Novembex of lhal year the Council report to the Goon 
their decision to Inilld a new jail nt 3 greater diflianoc from the town." Ii 
was not till the year 1783 that the SUcHfi removed the prisoners from the 
Lai Baxar to the new jail on ifm tnaidna.

U may v^rv -weU be the case that Richard Ik^yrducr Is the *' emineat 
mcfchant^^ 10 wltoni reference has been made, and we need nnt refuse 
Ui give him the credit oF tmving subscribed so largely to the project for s 
school that his name not nnde^rvcdly hat become dnsely as^ncialeil with the 
fiWndalion of the sdicml, hut the assertion that he bnili. ;lie Old Court House 
and assigned rent as an endowment if pirro error. 

The Cliarity School, in faci, was hmlt by p^iblic subscription and perhaps 
hy ihft aid of a fund known as the Charity Stock. Hyde iv\h ub that the 
Chaiity Stock ori^naiert In fines indicted "npon BogiUh ofhciab of the 
fActork.s who remained otit laiu at niglit. w!io swore profanely, or who 
negtcclud attendance at Divine worship." Passing into the nKUiagemenl 
of the Sdccl Vestry, tlie fund came to be tncrcaBcd by diurch collcct)Oirs„ 
special donation*j and the iik?, but Mr, Hyde U not altogether certaio as 
to tlic coniieclion between thtj School and the Charity Fund It is wnain 
liowcvcft ihai in (787 I he Select Vestry were unable Lo account for tbe Ortgin 
of Ihe Charity Fund In a nriniite dated aStli <if June of Ibat year they -ay

“ifeto have i:cmincnted m Ihe Restitution money granted by Uie 
Naw'ab Jaffir .Ally Cawn in consequence of the demolition of the 
old Chuftb in 1756 wlien Calcutta was taken by Sucajah Dovvla. 
The ainnunt, which h not easily asetsTtamed, was converted to the 
use of a doritahlc inetituiion existing at that lime for ihe snppon

Hyih* was able lo point out ihat no claim \vji£ made for rcatilution on rlie

“ TI1C famoiiB Omichund is reported to havo made a donation to this 
i bnrity of twenty or thirty thousand rupees, but no c^rtaia account 
has been kept of it.

The fact that Otnichund wa-s a henefador of tlie Foundling HospUai in 
tjmdan may hsve suggested the idea that be the founder of the Calcutlu 
ClMTily School, 

The text of the will be found in full in Sterndale's " Account of the 
Culcnlt* Cohectorate." Mr. Stemdule tclb us that he founri the copy “ an 
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faded as to be undecipherabte/* bat that it wir '*re»tored by (lie aid of a 
solution of nut gatlsit'* He also quotes from a deed of trust, dated the 19th 
June, 1787, A document which apparently revealed to him the loci dial in 
T 789 the pixqKTiy had come into the posaeaaion of Richard Barwelt. *' 1 have 
not/ he writes, '* been able to discover how the itansfer from Thotnas Lyon 
to Ridutrd Borwell took pl^c» whet^r by sale, or whether as appean posaible. 
the transaction was a ^tnarntt one in the first instance/* The problem has 
been solved, Lyon had bad a 6ve>year lease from the Company, and at the 
expiration of the 6ve years be sold the building to Banvelt. who made over the 
property to trustees (of whom Sir Hijah Impey.W'aa one) toehold on behalf 
of his children. In Jtme 1783 the Company renewed the lease for another 
five years, ft would seem tliat Lyon bad let the nineteen houses of which 
Writers * Buildings originally consisted Co the Company for Rs. 3.800 ptr 
and Banvell carried on this arrangement. 

If we turn to Upjohn's Map wn notice (hat in 179a there were in fact 
three ranges of buildings included under the dehniUon of Writers' Buildings. 
The story of the origin of the first range has been told Tbe budding of the 

• t—M a ^ of boutiques." r>., sliops—was ordered by BarwoU on 

the eve of hii departure from Bengal, and Lyon received sicca Rs. 40,000 for 
the work. Mr. Stemdalc truly oommentf " If Mr. Richard Barwell could 
resnsit the scene of his early successes, he would hardly recognise his new 
row or range of buildings os they now still exist, under the mark of Mr. E J, 
.^fartin*s ruperli facade." 

It IS. worth while to note while the name of L>*on is still before us that 
Calcutta probably owes not a f^ of its oldest houses to that enterprising 
bttilder. f have recently come across a reference in 1784 to a “ new house 
erected and built by Mr. Thomas Lyon lately in the occupation of Mr. John 
Zoffany, portrait painter." but so far 1 have not been able to discover its 
wbere-aboois. In the volume of " Dinajpur Disirict Records," published by 
the Government of Reogal, 1 have included a curious correspondence between 
the Collectors of Dinajpur and Rungpur relative to a brave but unsuccessfid 
attempt to compel the Tista River to return to its original bed, Mr. Lyoti 
was Ihr ebntrartor employed. Mr. Stemdale, in a lecture delivered at the 
Town Hall many years ago. staked that James Philip Lyon. w1k> perished 
in the horrible ''massacre of Patna in 1763, was the second son of Thomas, 
eighth Earl of .Strathmore of Giannis, and he added i "More than iwaotv 
years ago. I met iti Upper ^ngal two old gentlemon—twin brothers— 
whose similarity of habitsi, modes of thought, voic^, features and costumes 
were sourers of amusement to their acquaintances who l>orc the dtsUnctive 
family names of Tliornas and Patrick Lyon, and the vldtr of whom claimed to 
to be rightful Etrl of Strathmore.*^ 
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Dr. Buuteed has r^tricted from i\f€ckrabu*t Jpurmaf and Ihn Francis 
bfrmoirs rcfcnmrt* lo thro-r hon»es occupied by P»illl{i Francis (he wras nol 
knighted UH 1806). Francis soon after hU arrH-af occopied a **rallicf mean 
house like a barn* with bare uralU and not a single glass window pane/’ for 
which be paid 1^00 a year In March, 1775. Markrabie writes "Mr 
Francis' house is sarrounded with mosques and pagodas when? they make, 
night and day such a corned clatter with droms, cymbals, boma and pans, 
you would think a legion 0! devlb were keeping jubilee,” The second house 
is the t.od^ at Allpur, about which we need not say anything for the present. 
On February ai, 1776. the same senhe recofdsi ‘'We have At last engaged 
a capital bouse, the best in the town; but such a rent i 100 a month is 
enormous ; nrighbour Collihgs and I must contribute towards tt" A month 
Uter he tells us " there is a drawing-room in the upper story about 50 feel 
tong, a dinning-room below as Urge, besides two spurious halls and a suit of 
three rooms upon each flour to the cast and west, that Is, fourieeii rooms in all. 
Tis by far the largwt, loftiest and most superb house in the place.” 

Tradition has idenUfied Ibis honae whb the Royal Exchange Building 
which was' demolished abnn* tH* • y :af3 ago. Dr. Bu«tecd hw adduced the 
evidence ol a witne» at the trial in CalcutU in 1778 who rrcogmsed the 
defendant as •' Mr. Francis who lived behind the Play House/' In a deed 
dated April 20th, I find a house described as "bounded on the north by a 
road or passage leading to the umrehouse of Messieurs Crofics and Johnwn, 
on the south by the dweUbg house of Philip Francis ^uirr. on the east by 
a house late the property of WillUm Swallow deceased, and on fhc west by 
the tlrea or high road.” This house had ** formerly hrUmged to Mr. Page

T 1 *c description requires a little wt'irking ouf ft shows that the bouse in 
question stomi with a street or high road to the west, and as Francis's house 
was Immediately to the touth, that house must also have had a sUeet on llie 
west This fils in "itli the tradition whicli identifies tho laic Royal Exchange 
building with Francis's house. If Swallow Lane is derived from the house 
of Captain Swallow the Identification sermt to be estahUthed. 

To the oortli of Francis's house then there was a house at one lime 
occupied by the Master Attendant. Mr. Page Krbjb. Now il Keblc was 
bcoipylng this house in 1778 we fcno^v,.where ilir ** Rrd House” occupied by 
g 7 f. Grand and his wife, the future Princess de Talleyrand wn», for on the 
night when Francis invaded the Grand'* house, " Mr Kehle called from the 
yeranebh of his house adjoining lo^ know what was a the cause of the 
diaiurbance.” All these three houses would lie along the eastern side of 
Clive Street, Francis's to the south, beyond it to the north. Page Keble's,

ti is iftrangc that ihc Omidumd and Bourchier tnylJir should have gained 
so much credit, for a letter wriiten by Charles Weston, a son of & Registrar ot 
Iht Mayor'a Court dated May lath, J787, gives the truth: — 

■'lltc Old Court House [called the town-halt \vfls formerly a lon'cr 
roomed tiouac. and I dJuay^ beard that ii belonged to the Charity j 
the firei foundaiiaii wheteof, I believe, was by subscription cmd Its 
sup^Hul ali»o, The charity boys were luged and educated there, 
and the whole upense of twenty children; i believe, did not 
exceed Rs. 3,4000 about 40 or 50 years ago. f mean currmtor TVrcci 
rupees as ihc siccas were not current till after the year 1757 when 
the English gained tJic battle of Piassey.” 
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We have noticed thit Omichund did indeed have a house m the close 
neighbourhood of thr Court Houjr, but thU house was dlsDUotled to 1757; 
and most certainly was not the Court House. 

It has becD seen In our second article, that the first home of the Ma^'oKs 
Court w'as at the Ambass.idor’s House in Lalt Ratar. It b not knoHm at whal 
date the Mayors Court began to make use of rooms in the Charity School, hut 
in 1733 we hnd a rent of ^ Arrot nipcet ptr mtnstm being paid to Uie 
Trustees of the Charity School* In the year 176^ the rent paid by the Court 
was Rr. 2,coo per annum, lit 1778, when the Supreme Court was making 
use of the building, the rent had rbeti to R*. 800 a month, thr nmount whlirh 
at tlic present day b drawn from the Treasury by the Governors of the Free 
School which has rcceutly become "St. Thomas' School." At some date 
unknown the children were removed from the schooh while the building tvas 
Int out for the use ol the Court, it was also let out, when not required by the 
Court, (u the Provincial Grand Lodge of Bchgal, and also for such purposes 
as tvalb, assemblies, lotteries etc. 

We look at the pictures which «how us Old Court House with adilsd 
interest when we remember that it was here that Nanda Kumar, an adept in 
the arts of conspiracy and forgery, stood lor trial in the year 1775. Otj and 
January 1782, as we have seen, Supreme Court held its first session in 
the house hired from Dr, Aichlbald Krtr, on tlic Esplanade. In the year 
1792 the Select Vestry ol Sl John's in consideration of Rsi 5 a piece to each 
of the six signatories to the deed, sold the property to Government, reserving 
to themselves and assigns &s trustees and thr Select N'estry aforesaid a "certain 
fee from rent" ol sicca ruppes Soo a month Government ordered the 
demolition of the building which had been repotted to have become uni^afr. 
The Government assigned the site for the erection of Sl. .Andrew's Kirk, the 
v.sluc of tlic (and being estimated at Rs. 30.000.

The garden of GovtrnmenI House has., cot the Esplanade into two 
sections, but in 1792 Upjohn's map shows us the Esplanade as one continuuus 
thoroughfare from Chandpal Ghat to Dhurrumtolloli. And here I must enter 
A word ol caution. To-day by the ** Esplanade " wc mean to denote the two 
Esplanade*, East and West, w’hkh are situated to the norili ol the Maidon, 
but historically speaking thr Maidan b the g/acis of Nrw Fort William, and 
not only the present " Esplanades '* but Chowiingiii and that part of the 
Lower Circular Road which lr.ads froth the Calcutta Club past the hospitals 
to Kidderpore Bridge belong to the historical Esplanade. To give an 
instance of the extended meaning of the word esplanade 1 will refer to a 
letter of Colonel Henry Watson, cLnt^ July 26th, 1784, in which he 
recommends a site for a *' military Buryai Ground," at a place *' near the 
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coTRcr of Ihe Espbnjide^ cottUguoii^lo Ihe iBriilge leading to Mr tivio»' 
GmnS^ns.*' Mr. Livius* ' Gardeni n tKc nnidcoce d the CoUectoi of tlut 
24«Paiganah5 mi Allpttr, jind the whereahooU of ' the MlUUry Crmcieiyj do 
not n<^ 10 be indicated.

The Court House mentioned in the preceding linet is, of OMrae^ not

Tlii* is a fa&cinaUng autobiography of a man fiho dreamed drnmsof a 
regenWaled Armenia^ who Uved a U(c d many and sironge adventurei; who, if 
he had depended a little tew on othcff and mote on himself, might !«▼* mnred 
out a Kingdom, and who died in Calcutta, ibe forebear of many well 
known people. Hr had something of the spirit of Ida greal.grcat-grand. 
taihfr who^ai the tipe age of a‘hundred and ten, anned himself with a 
duh to Hieei live btoodi Ihlrsly jantxaric* and atcounicd for two before 
tliey shot him. He made friends, everywhere, such was hb personal 
magnetism, and neatly ever)one loved him, cxci’|>c peihaps the bishupa 
of hla dim church, and even they weie imptesard for a while. Dul he 
made great demands on Ills fnends and did not hesitate 1 to say^what he 
thought, whcn'lhey grew tired of hi* raacilotrl- An ajtoniid»ing ctealurc 
wrote hb friend Mrs Eluabeth Montagu, " In take thus with all sons of 
people." They were indeed all kinds, fiom sduiol boys id carls in England, 
^rom the rudest mountaineer* to prince* tluxHigh^t the wild districts of 
Tiflis to Bagdad.^ 

Now hU gTcabgreal-giand-iUughltr, revering his memory, as he 
did that of hw grcat-grcst-granddaiher, has edited a second edition of hb 
life, supplementing it with letters between him and hb friends, to show 
that hU own estlm.'ite of hlmsejf was not so far wrong aferr all. To these 
letters the authoress has added note* to deal with n»oi.t of the people 
mentioned in (be autobiography and the Iritrrs I a accuuut of the hvc 
Meliks of Karabagli. the last ihdqiendcni descend^Ts. of old Armenisn 
ro)'al houses; and particular* of by rgone A mic o i a n s of Calculi it, of whom 
many are related by blood or raarriagr to jeoeph Emin. The hblocy as 
show'n by the genealogical tables is ihui carried down from i5ajori537 
to the present day. Of course there arc errors here and there, for even 
gravc-stoncs and other works of reference are not Infallible. The Voncrable 
Archdeacon Firmin^r, whose help the authoress gratefully acknowiedge*. 
has pointed out that J Heseb was not a'** goremor" but^a " general." 
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Such icaccuTarirf do not ^ifcrt the nrarmlh with Mrlurii the g<^neral reader 
will hail thc'book.. 

Much has been written ol Weilern Asia, ul the kingdoms that in 
forgotten numhers shared that land heforr' and during Mohammedan 
fiupremacy, of the fluctuating irihcs of very varying wildness and cIviILm- 
tion that alternated between raids and flight Armenia once bulked 
large hut now Its country is shared between Persia, Turkey and Russia, the 
latter Lavbg taken over Georgia shortly after Emin wa« active in the second 
half of tire eighteenth ernturr. Emin strived for much, but effected little in 
reality; he passed through history and like many otliers lias been almost 
forgolten. But his life will give a clearer indicattnn than many books 
of the conditions in that distressful country. Even ff the reader is no! 
interested in that aspect, lie can take thv book as an absorbing romance of 
adventure, or as an ingennous presentation of the thouglits, feelings and 
desires of a .very frank and unsophisticated bemg—the Immaii document 
of a man who won through a hard life to a {Mraceful ending wUhoot attaining 
his heart'd desire. 

Emin was of the East, but he passed some of the hardest limes of his 
life amidst Western men, appreciating their outlook on life, yet always 
wanting to use the hyperbolic exprevsions of his' own side of Uie world, 
the AsUtich stylt 6f pan^gxrick as Sir William Jones told him. Yet 
throughout he was buoyant for himself and only sorry for those who 
did not meet his deaires^ Wliat could be more delightful than his dealing* 
with* the mercliant hij relation, snrt'ant and companion, eleven 

years liefore

In his early days, like Uie Japaucst who smuggled themselves out of 
their country century later, Emin saw the only chance of regeneration 
was to he found m England, but ho managed to obtain a reluctant assent 
to his journey. For five years he struggled with adversity, often on the 
verge of starvation, but always too proud lo return with a confession 
ol failure to his father and comfort. At last, through some dealings over 
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an Arab horse, he found a patron In i^rd Nortlwralwriana, Snrhn “ thod 
tears over hb moving, ftory/" introduced liiin to.man/ Wend*, and put him 
in the way of ^^eesng *onie active service in war, ^y^th that experience, 
meagre a* it was, he determined to gel to Armenia, where fw* hjnped to 
move HeracUu*, Prinor of Georgia, U> !mad *b<* movement for the lihera- 
lion of his countr/T- On hif: way he received vociferous offer* of support 
from the peasantry and wa* not inclinod to minimise what he obtained. The 
prince at first *c^eil lawirable but war, tiJoody war, did not greariy appeal 
to hlmi espet^Uy, after the .. advice of Simon, of Erivami CathoHco* of Ihe 
Amentsn Church Emin look^ on the prince as Mr Facing.both.ways, and 
on Simon a* hU cncmyi like any other adventurer who his pUn being 
thwarted. Naluplly the nuthotese smypailibcs with Emin, but she srrm* 
scarcely fair to Simon, who really was a far.sighled and a learned mw. 

Fof • dozen years he wandered about the country, rairing armies on 
paper, tweiriiig kindnesses an^ offers of support from every man, but 
never able to bring himself to.ia point where he would trust himself. By 
hb own, version he did good to everyone, i so that even the Mahom- 
madan* wanted him to trad them, but he would not desert his e'en 
religion. It was all talk and travel. More and more hb hosts dcsinni 
to pass him on. cither tiring of him or ^ Interminable tntri^e.- 

He hints that Simon was In favour of his suppression, *0 he settled ifowh 
at julfa, married and raised hostages to fortune But Emin was infatuated 
and could not be persuaded'* as he tAys himself and he always^^restlcss 
to be strivbg for his country which would liave,nooe of him. And when 
be ends.'his lale, he i% in the Bengal Army,.doubtless still dreaming of 
a free Armenia, ignorant jif tnassocr^ yet come, .and with_nevor a 
virion of the League of Nations or the extension of the Pax IBrittanica. 
He would have fought if or the-liberty of hb country WUe«mId. ^d H is 
sure ibat he would be glad and proud of hi* - great-great^^nd daughter 
who lias ^ked for hi* pious memory^d for the soldiers of Great Kritain 
tTjppIrd in the war for Liberty of,the World.

The King answ*ercd that he would order to pass .a formon, or decree, 
to have Uicm entrusted to me. At this boon I made another Tassalima i 
and continaing my rerpiest, I .iskcd hU permission to go and lish the 
Chrbtians of Arracan, and the favour of a formon allowing me to build a 
Church in the distr^., at the place where the Chrtttlans were living. This 
too he conceded; whereupon, Icmade a Uiird Tassalima. Iliea he had his 
secretary called, and be ordered him to pass the said two formoncs which 
I asked.

whicit hi! liad ordertnl lo he piepaTcrt for the ptirpiyiic, I e^used inysclf 
tiuyiog thut 1 had to be in the imdst ot the Chrisiimis, and iliac tfiey had 
already prci^ansd a house for os* TUe Catual then acuiompanUd in up lo 
Digdparii. a Euburit where th- bulk o( the Clrrisibii;^ iwcre then 

living,^ Takiog leave of ns. he went to hi!? house and sent us from there 
a great provision of riotr, -all, butler, cows, pig* and fowl# for this is thc 
mslDTo of thoae Rings iri troatiny; as ihtir guests iho Ambassadors, or 
fc[TeIgnp-«, u-ho conit to tmnjsact with Oiem matters «f muttjal ieitcrest. 

On the second day of my arrivaf. t conferred at once with the chief 
Christians about the site of tlie Giurch, and how to make it of lynod jort 
hambus. !n ihe meanwhile^ they prepred as detemly as possible a room 
whore I miglit tclebratc hiass and admmrster to the Cfaristtaiu. the oUt-rr 
SacramcTits- So many ChrisLiaus were coining thal | had no lime even for 
my ordinary rest. In fact, ihoK H-ho came to receive the holy Sacrament 
of Uaptismi both adults and chdJren. wore afready more than Iwo hundred, 
and the greater iinmhtT won* adultst **> thal ii wt^s necessary to ineiruct 
fhein in the most e$?enrial point* of onr holy raith.’’ For this purpo^ f 
availed mysch nf the lielp of iwu Catechist^ whom I had hrouglit purposely 
Co[ X from our Rcjitdcncos of Dianga and Angaracak, I They were suffitkntlv 
instmeted in the necessary prayers, iheir csplanation, and what rise i* taught 
hi the Calcchistn about the Socramenk ; but. notwithi^Unding their Jiefp, 
the wi'rrk was ejiceesivf. for i had also to see to the Sacrament of Penance! - 
hearing many who came from some very dkiani villages In five 

day* I heard Ihr conkasioni of dghry-mne persons, their coaf«skni 
going hack eight or nine years, and f liaptlsed two hundred and twenty- 
seven persons, of whom one hundred nndsbety were adults.

(hr help ol God did me grenl good, chiefly ihe f.ucerrage root, which ilcfeau 
the rfleds ol (lie -ubtl^Ft i'-* Anil, fiSnee i atn Jed lo speak vf this 

admirable root, it will nol be foreign to my paq^Tsc to give some accoimi 
of It . and T wish {In- cuncni5 reader to undErsiami Lbai what I shad ^y 
about il h bailed on what f have seen and experttmeed myself 

The Lucerrage is a plant which resembles the Tamarisk [Tramijjrutra'^, 
It differ# from it in its leaves, which are broader Their colour on the jn^idr 
a dark green, and on the ontside a fighter green. These plants rearb a 
height of from four to sis ordinary , the loots, and the wliole ptanl, 

are v«>veml with a bark like that of (he white poplar, stature produces ilus 
mirarufous pfant in the fsfartds uf Macaissar,, and Buna, where U-ce best 
art found ; buf' all Ihe virrur of the pfani rubles in the njot, which it throws 
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out to ihc North, and the Oivihc Crrattw has ciidi>wcd this root with >iitch 
wondiTTful propfftics that it »»iems supcmatoral; lor it U cfficaciotis against 
all levers, against any kind of poison, agalm-i the bUc of any venomous 
animals. When llie root lias been rubbed on a >tonc nilh water, One Has 
but to taetc It, or touch with it the Uehrymals of I lie eyes, to expel the 
poison at once. It works such admirable effects that //it Is incredible, and 
I should not venture to describe them, had .1 noi seen ibc experiment 
made. 

But I must stair that not all the Lucerrage, which the natives of 
Macassar and Riina bring on the sly for ^alc. is good the only good kind h 
follnrted by order of the Sumhanco. a title which mean* great King, or 
Lord, who !«> petty Kings as his vassals. When thin Sumhanco wished 
ro give anv to a foieigner, or .'Nmh!is»Ador, hr first ordered the experiment to 
he made in his presence, as in ihc case of Don Phelij>c Loho, ** who at 
the expiration of hi*^ Genera Whip in China wa-s forced, on lus-return to Gua. 
to call at lilt* Island of Macassar with twnve >hipjs and galliots of his fleet.

On the other 
band, when Ibe sentence was cxcculed with a sunifilu on another tn&n, they 
carried him of? for burial in less than an hour. Such was t hr eiqieriment 
performed by I hr Macafisar King on similar occasionK. 

A* for the •umpitas, oe arrows, they are prepared nlih HtBernil kinds 
ol p^dson : and so. some ucl quickly, others more slowly, nccording to the 
rritnu of the delinquculs, and the punalty inflicted nit tbeiu; for there are some 
which do not exert their venom except after twrnty.fonr hourn, while others 
kill a man witwtn an hour. 

To resume the thrrnd of cur nxrrative, I «ay that, llmugh iri? quartan

receive thcni ! whereupon, «ven hundred and nine Christian souls came 

The reason why our Religious had baptised so many without ll>c oils was 

this, that they had been burnt in a Ere, which had happened in those days.// p.83.Col 1. 

and that it had been jmpoesiblc to enter those kingdoms on account o( the 

wars which I have spoken of. 

Meanwhile, the erection of the Chuirh was progressing, l>olh because 
of the facile nature of the material, and the great care and diligence spent 
in making the workmen work In less Uian two months the Church was 
completed, and it was dedicated to the most holy Empress of Mraven with 
the title of Success^ in view of the success wc hoped to have in the 

conversion of those infidcU. thanks t» the powerful help of that most holy 
Virgin, the never-failing mediatrix of sinners. In preparation for the 
feast of the Dedication, tlie whole body and roof of the Church was decorated 
nitb fresh green boughs and artificial dowers made of silk. The verdure of 
<ikir lealv tapestry thus enhanced, the Church looked like a placid bower 
vhci-kered with' variegated flowers, tlie e\t^ of the onlooker dcligiiting in 
the variety, vividneiis and hriilianev of the colours. These flowers were 
the work of a Japon Christian, who, to satisfy liis devotion, bore the 
expense of them for the feast. 

The decorations of the altar were tn keeping with nil this glory. It w'ns 
erected under an arch, or chapel (captUa), specially made for the purpu)»e, 
the whole of it lined with vaHous stuffs embroidered wuli gold and silk ; 
and there were sundry bouquets cleverly made and Murk in twenty-four 
vases of the purest gold encrusted with a variety of ' rich >tones, these vases 
luving been brought for the day irom the Royal treasury. Four of them 
were 6ve lumdsbrcadths- in height, and each was a suffictent load for a man 
of more than average strength. 'Utey brought also from the same Treasury 
a number of silver vases, great and small: some for ornament, others for 
burning very sweet perfumes in pans {cajsoicias)^ made like those at home 
{kfchas *t/ p^trio modi), but better, owing to tlie abundance tlierc of fragrant 
ingredienU ; other vases, too, were for the perfumes of scented woods, which 
when burning emit a most delicious smell. I* On tbr altar ue placed 
tlie picture of the'Virgin of Good Success, the titular patroncs.% of the Church, 
also the box of the Crucifix, ** of which I have spoken; tmally. on cillier 
side, we put some curiously contrived perfume-sticks, ^fter that the 
altar was all majesty and fragrance To add still grratcr lu»tre to all these 
decorations, the whole floor of the Ciiurch was covered with beautiful and 
delicate carpets from Indostan and Persia, and (his is nut surprising, for 4 t 
h the custom of taking oK one's shoes on entering.* 1 

The Church was opened on the third Sunday of October. On flic eve, SmioU; 

at night, in all the houses of the Christians there were sunn* tire-works *® 3 o J 
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{imrfntiones (U futgo) aod illuminations; besides, mortars {cameras) and 
falconets were fired to the sound of many fr^ve instruments-** 

At the rumour of the Christians* feast, so many infidds flocked to. that 
we did not know wher»* 10 turn ; and, Uiough 1 wa«i busy in /f the confessional, 

1 liad sometimes to come out and receive some Princes and respectable 
Gcotlemmt. who came to see the Church, and t4ue5tioncd me about the most 
holy Images of Christ and of His blessed Mother, The concourse of 
Heathenism wti.s so great that wc had to ask the Chiipjfc for some corones, 
or catchpolls, to prevent all that infnlcl crowd from entering, and they 
managed it so that all the Christians found room in the Church. 

That day more than two hundred communicated, and. the .Mas> over, I 
preached to them a sermon in praise of the Virgin, exhorting them with some 
examples to be ^levout to her, not only l>ccausc of their duty as Christians, 
but because of the need we all had of so great an assistance j and that 
necessity was all Uie more urgent for such as lived in inhdd l.tnds, exposed to 
such great anri ctonllnual spiritual dangers indeed, they were Imng among 
people over whom the demon held such a powerful dominion, in a country 
where his many snares were baited with so many occasions of offending 
God ; and yet, God is so mindful of the service wc render Him, and so liberal 
in his rewards that, for every trifle wc give Him, He pays us double, and 

at once. 

And so (iod deigned on that occasion to repay me double, for great 
was the jubilee of my soul on seeing in such distant parts, in the centre ^ of C«l. a- 
Paganism. a temple dedicated to His roost holy service, where the true 
Sacrament of the Eucharist wa^» worshipped, while invoking and praising 
Him with floods of tears w»*.re tliosc Neophytes and recent converts to His 
most holy law. Truly, my little services, mixed with so many imperfections, 
fell short of so rich a reward. 

Let then the Religious who think of going tu the Misswns take heart 
at lids . let them understand and hold for certain that even in this life (jod 
will repay them double, if they expose thenuselvca to every kind of toil and 
danger for the sake of so thankful, powerful and liberal a Master; and 
let them not be discouraged at seeing how in tlieir own Religions. 1 speak 
chiefly of some of the higher superiors of Italy, so little appreciation is 
shown for sc rvices rendered in so great a cause; for they do not value and 
esteem it with^ the regard it deserves. 1 experienced It myself in our 
Convent-General at Rome, when ulking about this matter with an old Reli- 
one who, though of humble birlb. thought that with his title of Master 
he was a man of some weight in his Religion. Now, on hearing me speak 
about Missions, he started .scofBng in sudi a way that, wnihout wishing to cast 
any slut on other Religious, 1 might have thought him at least a rude and 
coarse individual with little politeness.

from a distant land, and when inch a grace <i 3 uld so little be ncpfcied. He had 
been very sad ; for a Dutch Captain, a great friend of hia and a man of dlstino 
tion, but a. hrj'etic, in bis frc<|ijeiit visits bad nftm troubled turn with his hrteslei ; 
and he, poor fiarient, out of regard for hU nobiUty and ftieadship, bad not had 
the couragr to oppose him. 5 o^ he looked upon the Father as an Angel sent 
from henven to save him.

All the other Christtnni likewise made their oocilessicm. snoie even nf theii 
whole life, and many received Holy ComraLinion. The Father baptised many

Tliert were, at that time, maiiy Portugruese pfiwFrrws hi the dimgeoos of (he 
King of Aracaiu They were the crews nf two ships, which, sailing fmm India 
for Mflloca, had gone (rshom in the King's domiainnSf The King captured them 
and threw them into his dungeons. Fatljsr Fariaha, upon liearing ihK wns 
moved with compassiorr; piompted by hW charity, whkh extended to ihe 
tcmpnral interests of hk feflowmen ar well as to their spiritimt wrlfare, he Tvrmt 
to the King, and offering biro a very humble present, certainly not worth a 
cruzado, reqaested bins to set the prisoners free* Whether the good Kbg was 
moved bj- the Father's word^ or hi* heart was tnoched by Him who holds in 
HU band the hearts of kings, we cannot say ; but he gmnred the request. The 
nourticTs were much astonished to see what ihe FaiJier had obtRined from hi* 
Majesty ; such r favour, they thoEighf* was not only difBciiTt, hiit even impossible 
to obtalur As 11 matter«( fact, the King wonid never releav Rurh prisoner*. 
The pTifons of this ministrr of the devil were not unlike lujll ; Hw mxess was 
easy, but ail egres itnpossihle. 

The exulting Father led away hi* Itbetaled captivee, and, bidding farewell 
lo the Christians who wiughf to retain him Try violence, brought tliem to Dinnga, 
] tball not omit to relate hets a curious incident that i»;cciTTed, as the Father 
appeared followed by the liberated pmimflis, A Hindu yogi, a faithful tninister 
of Satan, approaching the Father, said to him : "Since the bmg made you a 
pTCssent of thne twenty-five prraonem, gwe me one,” That man, in hu faliedn^, 
Imagined that the prisoneiv wese to be thereafter the Father'* own property. 
Seeing that the Father would not give him one of the prijoiiffri* he cmfieated him 
to receive hint as a brother. **That J shall willingly do," replied the Father; 
"hut. to become tny brotber, you rmst fust of all become a Cliristian, and give up 
the worship of the idols which you adore. The yogi, of couwe, refuied to

I liAtl only timr for a &ltort letter to Larkin* by tlm Swa//(r», which was- 
general for the information of all my friend*. Yesterday 1 received a short 
and hajUy letter from you by the hodnty dated thr itth. January. I 
expect more by. the same dispatch^ 2 more boxes not being arrtv^; nor 
have I any letter yet from Palmer, and only one short one from Larkins. 
1 look, in vain for some tidings of my private bureau but neitlter of your 
tetters hare yet mentioned a sjdUble about it. Yet surely yon liad long ago 
received my first letters conceming h. 

This vdll he carried by Mr. Willis, who ^Is off to-morrow fw India 
by the way of Bussora. and has promised to take charge? of a book of 
Mr. Burke’s Articles of Imprachment and anoUier ol my defence. Shore lus 
a part of the last: but )*ou will now have it complete.

On the 22nd 1 out (or Mnorshe- 
dabad by water in order to cxcculr your commisAioQ 1 arrtvrd on tin* aotli 
and on the 5th of Dccrmbcr had the misfortune to break my lliigh. I 
cfiurfting, and having occasion lu leap a small dry ditch, my marc, though a 
very fine one, did not suffiriently exert herself and tumbled into it The 
fracture is happily a simple one. and threatens a» I am assured by Dr. 
Lynd no lasting ill-consequeners. The bitterest pang 1 (cel is from the 
apprehension that mr confinement may possiWy impede the completr 
Accomplisbnienl of the business wliich you have eutrusted lo mn 

After I had wrote my last letter to you it occurred to me that it would 
be of great importance to obtain regular and authenticated translations of 
the addresses, end to have both recorded on the Comp^iny's pioceedirigs, 
For tills purpose 1 proposed lo Mr. Shore that they should he delivered to the 
Residents at the several stations with a re<]uest on the (lart of tlie persons sign¬ 
ing them that they should be fonvarded to the Govemor-Gmeral in Council, 
translated and transmitted with the translations to the Court ol Directors. 

At Lucknov* Dr. Blainr in ilie absence of Palmer and assisted by 
Tofunul Kosein Khawn has very liberally undertaken the execution of llw: 
comniisaion Jl Lucknow. Tlirre was for some time x deUy cccisioDed .Xk 
I was informed by Mr. Ives’s neglecting to declare that Government had no 
objection to the natives dccloriDg their sentiments. I yesterday Itowevct 
received a letter from Tofumil Ho^in Ktuwn in which he informa nic 
that the oListade is removed and that the business is in a fair train. 1 bv 

ihr same dawk received.* letter from Palmer covering an addess from the 

Nabob of Furtuchahad and his minister, and another from the merchants of 
that plau, with a Idler lo Lord Ccrt-nwaUls rccjacfting that they may 
tran.'imitlcd lo the Court of Dlrectorii Palmer promises me one from Stiidb. 

From Brnarn Ally Ibrahim Khami five weeks ago sent me 2 oddi^sses 
one from the Mussillmans, and the other from the Brahmins. He promued 
me others more complete. 1 therefore returned the first requesting that tlicy 
might he transmitted to the Board tlirougli the Resident. I have not since 
beard from him. 

At Moorshtdahad, the Nabob, his mother, the Money Betgum, and 
about four oiheis of the House of JafheV All Khawn have signed a very 
full declaration. They arc zealously your friends, hut all divided between 
themselves and fearful of their rotnmoo enemies. At this place there will 
be many more signatures. 

Within the Provtnees, P, Kisbun Sing has already obtained the signature 
of many principal zemcendars. If Mr. Shore would openlv have authorized 
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him to act, that‘part ol the commisttoti v^ald bcforr thi* time haw hesu 
rotnplclely executed. But raoiiy of the EngUtb CoUoctorft, and of the 
principal natives, though by no mcaiia hostile to you, Imvn under an Idea 
that tie vv'aa acting without any authority Ihodghl it right to oppose him. 
This tact I learnt from Con'per who has behaved very honorably. The last 
person 1 saw on l«uving Calcutta was Mr. Shore, to whom 1 italed tl}e«c 
inconveniences, and urged him to write oBtcially to the Collectors tiimply 
tiifarmtng them " that you had appea)ed« that P. K. Sing, had offered to 
collect the snffragea and tiiat Government had no objection." hfe pmmiaetl 
to write to a» many as frawm* Kish. Sing should rccjuire. 

Fearful that hr might have lorgot hh promise, 1 a few days ago wrote to 
him a tetter of which I enclose you a copy 

By a letter which t have this moment received from Davie^i, t find tlul 
Fraun Kiabnn Sing has frequently applied to Mr. Shore for the letters, but 
has Wen refused. 1 remain in anxious expectation of hearing from Shorr 
himself. 

Calcutta U the place where I most dreaded the arts ol your few enemies 
and tiiU. tberefore, I Intended to make the last st'cne of ray operations, f 
expected to return there by Xmass Dayi and certainly should have done <*• 
but for my accident.. My surgeon assures me that ! shall still be able to leave 
ihii place by the middle of Januaiy*. The addresses will before that time 
have come in from all the other quarters, and the remainder of the month 
will 1 presume be - sufficient for perfecting that from Calcutta. Should I be 
confined to this pls^ longer than the middle of January 1 shall delegate the 
commission at Calcutta to some other person: but to^who^] I know not: 
perha^M to Colonel Pearce. I would infinitely prefer Davie* to every other 
person for his zeal, his attachment to you, and his abilities are infinite. But 
Ills vmy virtues liave made him enetnies, and Bristow is so rjocorously one of 
them, that Shore can never act in concert with him. 

For receiving the suffrage of tAc AaAoA of Arcot^ I proposed to Mr. Shore 
that we should employ Major Grattan. .He approved and 1 accordingly wrote 
to Major Grattan the letter of which I iiuw send you the draft. .Mr. Shore 
approved it with a slight alteration which 1 accordingly ma<ie and which U 
noted in the margin. 

I consulted Dick Johnson as lo Nizam Ally Khan. He advised me to 
refer you to the Niaam's former tetter, which he said was as full an acknow> 
(edgment of your merits, as esteem and friendship could dictate. When the 
other addresses are published you must add that letter. 

I should have told you that though my letter to Grattan was sent so long 
^dnee as the 9th of October, 1 have not yet received an answer to it.

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time, and my earnest hope that this will br done before the dispatch of the- 
last ship.

PREFATORY NOTE 

WH.LK edUing Ihe DUrttt af SireynzhAm hfnttcr (1675-Sj) lor the 
Indian Records Series, tn 1911% I had occasion to draw lar^ly 
upon the MS. records of the oM John Com(iany. preserved at the 
India Office. In the course of my researches. I naa slnick by the 
enormous number of private lettrn addrvMed to*one of the Cbm- 
pany's subordinate officials, Richard Edwards. He was a factor 
and merchant in Bengal^ and-appears to have b»*en on friendly* 
terms with all his coatemfMraries in the various C4>mmrrcial settle¬ 
ments, as : well as .Hitli many of the Companv^s senior servants 
both in Bengal and Madras. He was a methodical man. and filed 
the tetters be received, .and also kept copies of some of hcs'own 
replies. Had all his correspondence eAca(>ed'ihe ravages of lime, 
there wbnid doubtless j have been rnough matter to fill several 
bulky volumes. /\s it U, in spite of many gaps, there yet remain 
some four hundred documents in a more or less tradable condition. 
These are preserved in the series known as Original Correspondence 
(O-C.), whence I have tran^ibed them with th'r kind pemission of 
the India Office authorities. I have given the spelling and, to 
mmlcrn eyes, eccentric use of rapluls, just ^ they occur in the 
originaisf but for the convenience of prcsmt-dav readers 1 have 
written out abbreviations, have adhered to the current use of (he 
letters i and ], 0 and v, etc, and have insertc^d punVtuatton marks 
when necessary for the sense. I have also inserted within square 
brackets suggested letters or words where the MS. is torn or 
defaced.

No other such »eru*« of letter® eadsts, to my knowledge, and eonserjuenUy 
all students of Anglo-Indian history owe a debt of gratitude to 
Strcvnshnm Master. (Governor of Fort 3 t. George 1678*81] lor 
their pre«*rsation. EdwanU'a death occurred while the Governor 
was making a tour of insprdion in Bengal, and hr at once ordered 
all the deceased merchants p;iper5 to be cdtecied and placed unde/ 
lock and key at Balasor, w'hencc a portion of them eventually 
found their way to England.

RICHARD EDWARDS c, 1646-79. 

Of the parentage and early life of Richard Edwards little has been 
discovered. He was the youngest son of Thomas Edwards, w*bo died before 
1664, leaving three sons and at least four daughters The few details of 
the family that have come to light are found In the will of the idde^K son. 
Thomas Edwards junior. From this w'e learn that in 1664 Richard Edwards 
was a minor, that 50/* had already been spent on his apprenticeship, and* 
that the balance of 500/. bequeathed to him by his father was to come to liiin 
at the age of ai. In 1664 I He testator U de.MTibcd as “of the Inner Temple, 
London,*^ and in 1667, when he became security for Ids brother Richard, as 
" of Kingston. Surrey.’* Ilie second son Joseph was apparently of age in 
1664, as he was appointed one of the executors to his hrother^s will, and 
was to receive poi^s.«ion of certain lands devised him by Ids father in Flint 
and Denbigh. Joseph Edwards outlived Thomas, whase will >vas proved on 
.\prii 18, 1672. 

Thiw of the sisters ol Richard Edwards married respectively Robert 
Holt, William Street, and Christopher Tomlinson. Abigail was unmarried 
at the date of her brother Tliotnaa’s will. 

U w'ould Mw:m that Richard Edwards entered the East India Company » 
Nervice on attaining his majority, and that he invested part of bis patrimutiy 
in gomls accounted suitable for-the Indian market. His career while in 
the Company's service (1667-79) is briefly as follows.

Prevtoua to hb vlgit to Mllda, he had served his time jl? wtittr and 
factor, and had sealed new Indenturea^' as a merchant, one of hi® securities 
tieing his brr^therdndaiv Christopher Tomlinson. He now received the 
muni&cenl salarv pf 50A per annum. In June. 1677, he ^va? opppinted 
“ Sfreond^* (or accountant) at IJalasoT, but w?t= detained lor some lime at 
K^siinbirar. awaiting tbe arrival of Edward Knipe to supply hb place. In 
September an urgent iutnmon* came from Hoglt the head factory, requiring 
Edwards to be sent imroedUtely to take up bU new powt where the many 
deaths" fixiui an cpiilemTc lliiui raging had "* maidc him iier.tssaTy'*)^ and 
Edmund Riigcicn, whont lie succeeded, was ordered lo give him all Ihe

For some time Ethvarda coiitinued to carry not hh new duties more or

Smith was anxioos fo 
eacapr from Ben gal, and Edwards connived at llic sale of the vessel without 
Bugden'^ ™nt:urronce, Smith effected hi* flight, and Bugden made hU 
i/fTmj dai nt against the proceeding. Edw'ards^a Credit suffered, and he was 
hencoftrrth under a doud. Ht hecame careless in the |«:riciitnftiJ(5c of hia 
duiit^s. nod^ in, consequence, numerrms letters were sent from Hiigfj in 
February, ift7y, and the succeeding months, reproving him (or his " neglectfull 
waj' of Correspondctice" and hi^ failure lo forward a monthly ^Utotnent td 
accounUi. 

In August, Slieynsbam Master, wfio ];aiJ succeeded to tJie post ol Agent 
and Covertior of Fort St. George, paid a second visit of inspection to the 
Bay."

There was no ' returnc of liiialth" fn store for Edwards. He died two 
ilays later, “ about 11 a cioefc” on Nov* 6, 1679, and " his chamber dore and 
■' all) ocher plates wherein lit hatii. any coocenLas” were at once sealed up 
by Matlliciv Shrppard and John Byam, htj eubordinales.

The horses anil "■ other things,” including some "dear^* (deer), were 
sent up to iiOgll and there sold, except his unsound Arabian horse,” 
which fetched YU, 50 at Ralasot* The "omcry^' reallxed Rs.^3168.8 a«„ 
exclusive of one horse which was retained as a present for the NawSh 
at Dacca.

But if any ol them be found acting the contrary,wet requjrcr 
you to sond all such persons homt; for England, and pcrticidcrly 
uiit While, thnt ivs# Intlcod Iroin Cuptain GoodUd, and Mr 
leac^ies Nepljcw that wenl over In the Madras^ As also all others 
thii shall for the future come into India without our leave, 
according to the power gmunced us by hh Maiealies Charter/' 

White had, meanwhile, ingratiated liiimwll with the Council at Fort St- 
George, and they rtrcommeiided him and John Jearscy to the 
Company's favour; but the Court of Committees replied (Dec Jj, 
1673) tha(‘"in feguard'* they went from hence conlrorr lo our 
Orders, wee arc so larr from enterteyning them, tliat tinlesa they 
behave themselvcfl well, woe shall order their returne for England,

In accordance with the orders of the Court, contamed la the letters of 
December, 1669, Nurse was sent to Patna towards the end of 1670, 
and was there in the following yc^r, whim (as John Marshall notes 
in his 06 jtrTath»s}f on A«g, g, he counted one hundred and fifty- 
two ** dead Corps," victims of famine, " in the Gaut \xAs£, landing, 
place] by our Fadory**’ In their letter of Dec, tS* 1671, however, 
the Court acknowledged themselves to have "bin mistaken in the 
preferment of Mr. Nurse/'and left it to the discretion of the Bengal 
Council " to dispose of him as hift sobriety and good carriage shall 
merriLC.” Before the arrival of the^ dtnections Nurse had been 
mailed from Patna and appointed third at Hugli, where his 
** disorderly courses” rendered him un|>opubr with the authorities. 
On June ig, 167a, when ai Babsor, he had a violent quarrel with 
Joseph Half, another unruly factor. Hall alleged that Nursr 
threatened bis life and made a persoiial attack on him, whereupcin 
he. as acting Chief m Oavefl’s absence, turned him out of ihe 
factory. Nurse’s story was that, the Council having appulntcd him 
to keep Uie ” Dyary ol all transactiems of buying and selling/" he 
demanded of Hafl an ejiact inflight into the Company’^ affayres.^’ 
H*? w^as denied access to the books with many scuUilmis frrfj pro 
vocalioiiB,” and wa^ tivcti, by HallV orders, seked by peons, while 
" reading upon a cott, and conveighed," bound, out of the factory 
" all bloody." 

Nurse wrote a long representation <rf his case to the Company. In Ihit 
address he accused his fellow factors of cheating their employers, 
was especially bitter against Waller CUrell, and dcdared that 
’■ Malice and oocharitablcnessc was an Epidemical disease here in 
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the Bay of Bengalfah.r For (our years, peadmg orders from 
England, he received allo\rances (or board and lodging, but wa» 
not '* admitted to act in the Company's business.'* In Fedruary. 
1676, ^ 7 ajor William Puckle:, sent out by the Company to inspect 
and regulate their subordinate factories, was furnished with papers 
in order to inquire into the charges of drunkenness brought against 
Nurse and also Into the right.s of hU quarrel with Hall. Pucklc’s 
finding is not recorded, but as Nimse was not reinsiaied, the Bengal 


Council's decision against lam seems to have been confirmed. In 
December, 1676, the Court returned hb complaint for examination, 
and in the following year they wrote that the allowance granted 
him was '* extravagant,” that if " rci Uinted” hr was to be readmit¬ 
ted into the Service at a reduced salary, but **if he continue 
dUordrrly let him be sent home.” SVhen thb letter arrived, Nurse 
wa^ at Fort Si. Gwrgc, whither he had gone to petition the 
Council against the treatment he had received In Bengal In Jnlv, 
1679, he was allowed to return to Bengal to recover debts due to 
him, on condition that he came back to Madras in time to sail for 
England in the folJowtug^year. In Januaiy, i6$o, he was reported 
to be in a poor condition, but not now at the Company's charge.” 
He died at Batasor in the same year, sbortly alter the arrival of the 
ships bringing the Court's definite orders for his dismissal.

(Ealph Harwar was " shipl Chirurgion in the DilliieHct at 5or. per 
raontli" on Feb. 8, 1668. and thus sailed to India with the 
Blaciamorg, which took out Richard Edwards and John Smith 
On his arrival at Balasor, “ the Chyrurgeon” was “ taken on shore' 
to ofliciate in the factory/ In June and August of 1669 he is 
mentioned as siding with the follow'ers of Shem Bridges against 
William Blake and his adherents In 1671, according to a leUer 
of Valentine Norse to the Company, llarwar "strucke himself out 
of your service, and went a tradcing voyadge.up the Coast In a 
small barkc. but perceiving he could not thrive that way. put in 
his petition to Mr Clave! ctca. and was pre^ntly Entertained in 
your Service againe," /. r.; at the end ol the year 1673^ On the 
15th Dec 1676, Harwar desired permission to return to England, 
and w’as allowed to exchange posts with Robert Douglas, surgwn 
of the Eagle 

Harwar probably reached England in the summer of 16771 

further trace has been found of him until'Jan.. 1680, when he made 
a will, styling himself a surgeon of London, “ b^nd out . with 
Captain Samuel Chainblelt for Chormandell and Bay of Bengali.** 
Whether he intended to make the voyage as ship’s surgeon does 
not appear, but for some reason he changed his plans and did riot 
go to Madras in the Sampson with Capt Ouunblct.

In his will he mentions his " father-in-law" (? stepfather) Samuel 
Harwar and “ his wife my mother."

miglit liavc escaped. On the 4lh April Peacock rotumedi “haveing 
been absent 15 dales without leave, upon bis one business." lie 
then apprar» to have gone b^k to Patna, (or in July of 1677 he 
was summoned as a witness against 'Samurl Hervy, who was 
accused of lioidiiig athesstical doctrines. In Novemlirr'ol the same 
yea/ he accompanied the .fleet of saltpetre boats (rum Patna to 
HugU, halting at Kasimbiair on bis way. By this time the Bengal 
Council were thoroughly Inrensed against him, and on ibe 30th 
Dec. 1077, lie was summoned to Baiasor and "soundly checked" 
for his "Irregularities,'* and was "ordered to give a paas Acknow¬ 
ledging hU faults and that he would be mote conformabic to orders 
in the foture." 

In 1678 Peacock was Tliird and Warehousekeeper at Baiasor^ and wa!» 
Indulging in hopes of private trade, as appturs by a leUer lie wrote 
to Edwards on the 7tb May 1675, On the tst Jan. 1680. he 
married Sarah Berreslord at Hogll, and at the same time was 
appointed Chief at Patna Bui bad reports of his conduct had 
reached the Conn of Committers, and in March, 1683. Uiey wrote 
to Bengal, ordenng him to be discharged and sent home as. a 
"cr^tnre of Mr Vincents" who "did wickedly abuse us in the sorting 
oi our Romalls (kerchirlsj." In their letter of November, 1683, the 
Court repealed the order for the discharge of Peacock and his 
'*conlcderates “ unless "by repentance" they merited favour. 
Whether Peacock would have regained liia posifibn is uncertain, 
but he had no opportunity of accepting ibe Court's alternative, as 
lie died etllier before the letters from England reached India or 
shortly after their arrival. His death u.ieporterl in a letter from 
Hogtl of Orcember, 1683, but the date of the event h not given. 
In the following year his widow married Fytch Nrdfum, onv of her 
late husband** "confederates." 

Admiuisiraiion of George Peacock** effect* was granted on the lath June; 
1684, to John Lie wellin for "Sara Peacock (since married to Fytche 
Nedham), relict and only legatee. 

No details of George Peacock's parentage have been ascerUtned The

[The early career of Edward Littleton in India deserves a detailed 
notice, since he eveutuaily beraror the first Prrsident in Be^al of 
the New or English*. East India Company* He was the of Sir 
. Timothy Littleton. Kt., was elected factor at 25/. per annum on 
the 25th Oct. 1670. and he "being well skilled tn silk,'* the 
Court ordered him to be sent to KSsimbizir. the centre of their 
silk trade (n Bengal. On reaching Fort St.' George, therefore, he 
was at once dispatched to Ralasor, where he arrived in August or 
September of 1671 and presumably procce<led to his appointed 
station, as in August, 1672, it is stated that'-he is " to inst^ct the 
the silk winders.” On thr death of .William 5 Bagnold at the end of 
that year, he went to Hogil, and since there was " little ol business 
at Cassuinbazar,” he was permitted to remain and, Edmund Bugden 
* was ordered to " admit him to the knowledg*’ of the Company's 

business.” In March, 1674, appxrentlv owing to a remonstrance 
from Fort St. George. Littleton was sent back to Kisirahizar as 
Third of that factory, booming Second in i6*t6, and Chief in 1677, 
His suggestion that ** an English Silk Weaver might prove of some 
advantage” to the SQk Investments at Kisimbtzir was taken into 
consideration by the Fort St. George Council «rho premised to 
select one " of that craft” from amongst the ^ Souldiery.” The 
Court received good report ol Lilllrton'a conduct, and in December, 
1676, they ordered him to be " continued” and ** encouraged.” tn

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February, 1679, Jacob Verburg, Chief of ihe Dutch at Ifagll, orri/el 
on a visit to Kl^imbluir, but Littleton omitted the " usr^l 
ceremouy" of meeting him. because it was " the Sabbatti day, 
which be liad always been instructed and brought up In a Strick 
observance of " 

la 1675 he married his first wife Ftbabetlv. Her maiden name does 
not appear, but she may trave Come out to India with Littleton's 
brother Robert, a freeman, and bis sister Ann. who later* became 
Mrs. Fytdi Nedham, George Knlpe, another of the Company's 
servants, described Ann as ** passable enough if it was not for her 
running discourses which are very Impertinent." Eliaabetb 
Littleton died at K&simbizir on the 26th July (6711, ** her dis> 
temper an inward feavor accompanied, as we Judged, with an 
Impostume [abscc-^j in her head." Shr was buried the following 
day, ** the Dutch being invited, according to Custoine," to accom. 
pany " tlie Corps unto the Grave." ElUabeth Littleton left two 
daughters, Jane Hugliana and Eluabeth Gangetica. The latter 
was bapiixcd on Sept. 29, 1678. by •• Samocll Epea, minister of the 
Ship Socuty** ; and in December of the same year Jane Hugliana 
was sent home in that ship for "Edneatioo ami Instruction." 
Eluabeth Gangetica, "a child of eatraordinary hopes and 
promises," died of an '* Inward feavor" on the.rath July 1679, and 
Littleton, who'was ill at the same time, was 5m affected by the loss 
that be begged to be allowed to resign his post. 

However, he reconsidered his decision, and. after a visit to HOgll, 
returned to Klsimbtz&r as Chief until superseded by Job Char* 
nock in i68z. The Court, who still "had a good opinion" of him 
appointed him Second 10 Hogll and " 'Lhird in the Bay." But by 
November, 1681, news of his irregularities had reached England, 
and be was dismissed and ordered to be sent home for detaining 
his brother in England contrary to order and for " divers other 
causes," chief among which was that of private trading. In 
January, 1682, Uie Court, " having received furtlier advices.of his 
* unfaithfulness," ordered him to be seized and shipped for 
England in the Dtftnct^ In December Parson John Evans, also a 
notorious private trader, wrote to Edward Reade in London that 
Littleton was "in a fair way to finish" his business, and that if he 
and Matthias Vincent " can escape att home as they have done 
here, they are very fortunate men." 

The records are silent with regard to Littleton's reception by his 
employers. His father, Sir Timothy, “ late one of the barons of 
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the Exchrqu**^" had died in 1679. and Edward Littlfion appears to 
have taken up hte residence at Moor in Shropshire, and to have 
married a' second time. 

In 1698 he became a Director of the New or English Company, started 
in rivalry of the old (now styled) London Company, was knighted, 
and appointed its first President of Bengal. HU wilt, dated before 
he left England, mentions his wife Sarah, and bis nepliew Littleton 
Ncdiiam, tiie son of Pyteh Ncdham and hU sister Ann. Hit 
dangbter Jane Hugliana, who is also mentioned, died before 1709, 
when the will was proved. 

Littleton arrived in India for the second time in July, 1690, and (mro 
that date, until his death at Fort William on the a4tb Oct. 1707, 
he constantly mismanaged the Company's affairs. Detail of hU 
ioefhciency, of his constant bickerings with (be London Company's 
agent at Hcglt, aod of his unfaithfulness and consequent dismissal 
are gtren at length in the accounts of his government by Sir Henry 
Yule and C. R. Wilson. 

He had had a great opportunity, but instead of acquiring fame, hn 
name was *' dishonourably enshrined." since he died owing Rs. 80, 
437 8a. to the Company.

Kdmiind Bugdeo lias the dtsUnetJon of being in India for a longer 
period than any other ol Edwardses coircspondenis and of being 
three times elected a servant of the Companyv Like Job ChamocJt 
[and possibly in his compAjjy)i he went out to India in or about the 
year 1656. The first mention of him in the Records ta in April. 
1639. when he wa-« at Ralator and he i» again mentioned u 
being at that place m (660* In SepteiDbvr. r66j, Edmund Bugden 
senior, a disTilEer of Wappmg, petitioned the Court "on behalfe of 
his Honne who b with Mr Blake at Hughley/' and begged for 
rmployment for him in the Company's scmce. The Court at that 
lime *'did not think fit to do any thinge ihcrefn," but at Cheif next 
meeting, “receaving an accompt that the petitioriers sotme hath 
been these lo yeares in Indla^ and ipeakox the Language and may 
deserve encouragement" they ordered him to he taken into their 
service, " if deserving'' j and on the tStb Oct. 1667, he wa* 
'^admitted to serve the Compatiy"^ as factor at 2qL per annum.

Ittt from Thomas Stife^v, a quarrebonio factor in Bengal, ordered an 
examination to be made as to '*what ab|cctionB Ije aj^nst'” the 
emptoyment of Edmund Bugden. The report was Uvouralrle, and 
Bugdet)'* Appointment waj confirined and hu salary Increased to 
35^* pev annum. Later, boweverj further reparta of hts "ill character^' 
were received, and the Coqrl reversed their dedsiun and ordered 
him to be sent home. 

Bugden arrived In England in 1^70, and hU father immediately aet to 
work to get him reinstated in the Company's service. On Oct. so

Bugden left four children, a daughter and three sons, all minors 
His goods were administered on the 24lh SepL 1684, by hU sUtex 
Eiixabeth Tamer, but his property must hav’e been very small, 
for 30/. was paid by the Court to Duct Tomer. hJs brother«in*law, 
in 1689 *' out of charity, for relief* of Mr Bugden'« three children

[Edward Roade, who had maTricd Mary, daughter of Sir Edward Winter* 
went out to India under lik father-in-law’s protraction when the 
latter was appointed Governor o1 Port St. George in i66t. 
cordmg to llie statement of Tbotnaa Slilcs^ Rcade Hjift been refused 
employment by the Court and was. taken to India by his kinsman 
without thfljr knowledge, [n an anonymous letter from Fort St. 
Ocorge, dated April 14, j668, it is said Keade was ‘'entertained in 
Gimaltatino by virtue of a power from the Company" on the 3Jst* 
Dec. 1664, and that it was at one dmc Intended to make biiu Third 
at M^^ulipatam, a place for which he was unfitted, being the only 
dealer at hfeicblcpotam with Captainii and purserti for prohibited 
goods " Stiles also declared that legitimate servants of the 
Company were ousted to make room for Resde as "Purser Generali/^ 
but that he lost his post and was discharged on the arrival of 
Nicholas Buckridge, an inspector sent out from Engfand in 1664. 
In it letter to the Company oi the 9tl} Jan* iti66i Winter admitted 
taking Reade into the CompanyV service, but added that ''' upon 
Mr Buckertdgc's arrival hr left it.'*^ 

le 1665 Rradr separated Idinself from Sir Edward Winter^s party and 
went over to the side of George FoTcraft) who had been appointed to 
supersede Winter and had bren seiaed and imprisoned by hlitu On 
FoxcrafCs reinstatement as Agent, in t66 $, He reported favourably

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{TjXh Jan. 1669) of Reade to bis employers " Mr. Edvrard Read 
Mfhonte you formerly recommended to our consideration being a 
very ingenious and knowing person, and that hath continued 
faithfull and useful! to you eunoe his late defection,,and hath therein 
incurred the fierce angpf of Sir Edward Winter, notwithstanding 
his relation to him, is a person $0 well qualified for knowledg and 
expericn^ for your affaires any man w'hatsoever for your 
serrice, that we think him very worthy of your entertammont 
against any occalton may present suitable to his opacity and 
abilities." 

In April of 1669 Reade acted as foreman of tiic jury in the trial of 
Ascentia Daw'ca for the murder of her slave. In June. " having 
made it his earnest desire that he might have leave to goc into the 
Uay and there to be at liri own Charge and not the Companys, 
untill aurh time a» he shall be necessarily employed in the Companys 
service, the Council at Fort SL George granted his request, tmd 
he pr^eded to Balasor. In October. 1669, the Court formally 
(ook him into llie'w service as factor, hb seotniles bring "TlK>m;i> 
«:»rswell Esquire ol Hickfield in Co. Southampton and George 
Vine of Weslminirter/ and on Dec. 7, 1669. the appointment 
confirmed '*on recommendation** received from Madra>. 

\leanwhife Reade had arrived al Balasor accompanied by a letU i from 
Foxcraft setting forth hU *' dilligcnce and aptitude in the Companys 
employment" Although, according to Stiles, his '♦coming to 
Bengal" was ” much resented/' lie was appointed to manage, the 
Company * affairs at Balasor, and in 1673 he was made a member 
of Council. In 1676 he was accused of overrating some of the 
Company’s gooila, and ol private trade and swearing, but the charges 
do not seem to have been substantiated, for he was fubsequenily 
ranked Second at Ifogli, and confirmed in that (lositioq by the 
Court In May, 1679, news was,received of the death at Dacca of 
hb daughter, who had come out to India in 1676 and luid married 
Samuel Hervy This was “ no smill greif to Nfr. Reade and hb 
Lady,** A week later Reade wrote to Edwards that he was going 
to MlrdaOdpur "to mretc the only living remembrance shoe left 
.ihd bri^ the child hither.** 

Edward Reade was one of the few of the Company*i servants in the 
srvcnlcruUi century who did nut return to England under a cloud. 
Hr and hi* wife sailed in the Ctor^t in 1680, and retired tc 
Chertscy, where he died in 1688. By hb will, dated loth Aug' ifigp, 
and provedoa July ai. fOS8, he bequeathed liis properly to hu

On the 9tb Feb. 1671. he was 
married at Hogll. but.the name of the bride is not given, (n their 
General Letter of the 31*1 Dec. 1673, the Bengal Council re¬ 
commended Billingsley for *' ehcouraj^inent" and advancenient, he 
“ having now served your Worships five years in’one station 
and in this time Iraving taken mnch paiues in keeping your 
Registers and other bookes of amounts," In Deceml^, 1676, 
Billingsley, having attained to the rank of •’ merchant*' by nine 
years’ service, signed a bond for i'.oob/., giving as one of his 
securities his father John Billingsley of *' Whitechappell.** He was 
now Second at Balasor, where he had built a bouse, and was no 
longer kcepi under every favoured of the great ones/* as he had 
complained to Edwards in 1674. But further promotion was 
deni^ him, for, he was ohe of the earliest victims of the epidemic 
of 1677* Administration of his goods was granted to his father on 
Sept. 3, 1678.

The shortness of the period in which I must dose my Europe dispatches, 
has obliged me to employ an auxiliar)* hand to acquaint you of the wonderful 
r<-%olutioni that have occurred since the arrival of the Ripf9H*s unlucky dis- 
patches: and thU Imperfect abstract shall be filled up and explained by the 
fir 4 future opportunity. On the 19th instant the mysterious Packet was 
opened in Couned. To the General Letter was annexed a Postcript with 
tnlormarion tlial Mr. McLrane had addressed the Court of Directors acquain¬ 
ting them that he was authorized, empowered and dinected by me (o intimate 
my desire to resign: that the Court of Directors had unanimously resolved 
of n*y resignation, and had appointed Mr. Whaler to fill up the 
incancy which would consequenUy be made in Council. The General Letter 

enclosed copies of Mr. McLeanc’s address, of the Directors'pc^ to the 
Kmg lor his approbation, of Mr. Wheler'a appointment: of an official assent 
from Lord Weymouth, of the Instrument of approbation under die Royal 
Sign Manual and of the Court of Directors* Commission to Mr. Wlieler.

I shall tiierelure leave 
tt'iih this country all the chimems I once entertained and be content and 
humble. You, my irne and Uit Friend, will not I hope condemn these 
sentimtmts though probably repugnant to the activity of your mind and the 
pleasure it enjoys in combating difiMnilties. Suppose Hasting; resigns, in 
that case f may stay a twelve month! longer I do not piopose unless assured 
^nd convinced ol finding that support of which at present { have no idea, 
and even so circumstanced, a itmriy retreat wU) have my consideration, 
to gratify my successor and eusure hU support of my measures after my 
departure. It is the general fault of those who are advanced to power, 
that if they do not relinquish it, it will hr taken from them; the dominion 
cf beauty is the same; time undermines its influence, but such is the sweetness 
of Its su'ay few can relinquish it and retain respect. Although I am determined 
on returning to you this season, take no notice of it to any one, because 1

11 my Vnnw ledge can bo iwefol I aball very readily devote tny 
services, and it it cannot, 1 f ball as readily resign toy office, and J am willing 
to hope, wUhouL being fn I Id wed by the |icrseruring spirit of vindictive fpHy^ 
The finil duly incumbent oB e\m man of honor is the prefcrvation of his 
honor, and as my lilc it staked and ^ball ever hr staked for its BUp|.*ort, an 
attack on my characlrr will impose upon me the unpleasant necessity ( harve 
already been subjected to and supersede all otlier obligalionsi far nbould the 
door I wish to <nler be >hat against me i must took for shelter to the mansion 
that IS hoHpitably open to receive me.

The mat! project of .assuming; the Government formed by Sir John Oav^rin^ 
on the ground "f Mr. HastingaU being to resign It. I could not countenance , 
the hostility of gych 3 proceeding Independent of the triolenoe and absurdity 
ol tbe tnea:ture conflemns itself j and I am happy to think, the precautions 
taken to preclude any attempt on the Military was w far auccessfol as 
to force the decision on the gentlemen of the long robe and obl^c 
Ihr General to submit to reason; ndtli great reluctance I refer to the joint 
minutes of Sir John and Mr. Francis on the occasion In lho*e the rights 
and supremacy of the Government are strongly opposed to the clear and 
express decision of the law and plainly show that had not the «word been 
wrested from llicir hands the dangerous lengths to which this extravagant act 
might have ted 1 do not enter into detail as it would exceed the bounds of a 
letter, and I am sllU tu speak to a fact, which I have he^d objected to 
Mr. Hastings as equal in violenoo and absurdity to the assumption of the 
Government by Sir John Clavering—*‘The declaring Sir John''» *eii a^ a 
Member of the CouncibGcncral vacated by his own acts " and '* Ihereopon 
declining for two subsequent succeeding days to request Ub presence at the 
Board ticnerai Clovering .and Mr. Frands in their turn now appealed to 
the Judges and stating the exclusion of General Clavering as an act of the 
majority, the bw instantly pronouncetl th.1l no iict of a majority enuM 
deprive any member of hts seat etc., etc. As Mr. Hastings's object wa- 
siinply the vindication of his own rights, he instantly admitted the advice 
and recommendation cl the Judges, and expre>i»td himself obliged by tiie 
part they bad token to bral the dbtractioiis titni bad prevailed, without 
urging a word to justify the cxdusion of Sir John, or stating the real fact, 
in opptHilion to the partial appeal that had been made to them or submitting 
to them anv papers that might have Influenced them to decline their Inier- 
nosiiiou. for had papers been called for submission, the question would have 
totilly changed and instead of the case being put, whether a majority could 
legally lUprtvp a Member of the CoundbGeneral of hb scat, it would luve 
Iwcn whether, a majority could legally readmit to his seat a Member of the 
Coundl-Gcneral who had himself formally and voluntarily declared on 
record hb place vacated, That It was so declared I refer your lordship to 
the record ilimlf. You will there find the names ol Mr. Barwell, Mr. Francis 
and Mr. Whelcr the ikret Jirsi Counnlhrs of the Govemmcnl, and tbb 
followed hy a joint resolution of Sir |ohn and Mr. Francb ordering all 
military retoms and detail ol thr army to be made to the Governor^Generat 
rill the office of Commander-In-Chief vacated by the promotion of Sir John 
Clavering should lie filled by the Court of Directors. I am sensible, my 
Lord, of all that can be advanced against the vote of. the majority d^Uring a 
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vacancy occasioned m the Council by the act* of General CInvering. ft 
•rill be argued that both the acts of General Clar-ering were so combined 
and blended as to make them inseparable, that though the act of assumption 
would have created a vacancy had it taken effect, yet tl.r vacating his office 
yt% a consequence, not a previous act and therefore under the circ:um»tanccs 
It was made could not be binding or» General Clavering. This is the utmost 

that can be said to condemn the vote dedaring the vacancy; yet Sir John 
vacated his seal in express terms ; to attempt the place and office held by 
another and in this dilemma, your lordship must determine whether hU 
rr^dmission was not an act of grace, whether the interposition of the 
Bench was not necessary, and whether the inrtant acquiescence of Mr. 
Hastings without starting a difficulty is not clearly expressive of his dUposi. 
tion to pass the subject over U»e first opportunity that was afforded him. 
Tlius far I stand engaged with Mr. Hastings and no farther; for I neither 
advised nor united with him on the disavowal of Mr..McLeanc’s act. My 
name it U true U introdu^d by Mr. Hastings and properly so far as my 
knowledge reaches that he gave to Mr- McLrane no express authority for 
making the resignation in his name That U was th*: intention of Mf- 
Hastings to have ratified the act of his agent. I am as firmly persuaded as 
any man ran be of a thing not fiosilivcly effected. Satisfied in hU own mind' 
of the honor and integrity of his agent, he rightly judged his resignation 
imposed by a power it would be the higlmst degree of folly in him to think 
of opposing, and I am convinced that hid not the injury and insult offered 
b> Sir John Clavering compelled him in a manner to keep his place he 
would long since have vacated it to his competitor I shall not pretend to 
decide on the propnety of Mr HasUngs's conduct. Much may be urged in 
his favour, but as I had all along dissuaded him and begged of him to reserve 
himself for the personal Intcrveiw Mr. Mcl-ean and Mr Klliot promised him 
When he sent roe his leUcr to the Dirctiors 1 frankly told him I could not 
approve it, that the necessity for It which he urged did not strike me. that 
Sir John Clavering lay at the point of death, and as no reasons were offered 
to cnducc me to deviate from the advice I had uniformly given, I was still of 
opinion he should reserve himself and take no decisive step till he saw the 
ground more clear before him. Tlie letter however was despatched with* 
out my knowledge and within two dap of iU despatch the General died. 
This event brought me into a situation that rendered the conduct I had to 
observe equally delicate and difficult. I found myself precluded and with 
great reason to imagine (at such a juncture) the aa calculated as a bar to 
my pretensions, but as this might not have been Mr. Hastings's intentions and 
I conceived him to be released from alt obligation to the King's Mbisters by 
the death of Sir John Clavering, I neither expressed a disappointment nor 
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liintod hts* resignation. Mr. Elliot has since conhrmed these sentiments and 
the alteration of Mr. Wheler's commission and the choice of General Coote 
for ^ the command of the forces without any absolute appointment which 
would have taken place had the^ measure to •'xclude Mr. Hastings hern deter¬ 
mined under aircircnmstancea, leads me to think that in the event of General 
Havering's death, the King's Ministers ,> wished to leave Mr Hastings at 
iiherty to give his services to^the ^blic. In this opinion my assistance 
and support will be continued to Mr. Hastings with the same cordiality it 
ha« be^ heitherto given, and should I Imrv tlie honor to be approced on 
your lordship's, patronage, I hope the senders } may be able to render my 
country and my steady adherence to the line of conduct that may be pres- 
crihed will justify mr elevation I remain, my Lord, with gr.ititude and res¬ 
pect.

You may therefore confirm your former 
assurances to the family of my indemnifying Any loss which may arise 
from your management of India stock account the minors, or the »tock 
placed in your hands or submitted to your management by William or James 
or any of the family who have the controul of their own fortunes. All I desire 
in return U that no India stock may be sold out at a loss, bat that I may 
answer for such stock by repaying the tint purchase for this reason that as 
1 want not an Influence in any other stock and can do without the interest 
which is necessary to subsist a man in England, 1 can very well wail 
rise of the stock to sell. 

Extract or a letter from R. Barwell to W. Barwell Esg., 

Dated Dacca, toih October 1773: 

1 have received your friendly letter of the 3rd March and one from James 
of the sih April with a full relation of the particulars by which you are so 
much affected. The tyes of gratitude which your kind attention cowanic me 
nvcl in the strongest manner, and the principles of honor, justice and affection 
to you all is an obligation of such nature that I should approve myself extre¬ 
mely worthless and undcsevtng indeed of your love and favour did I not 
engage to make up to you all in the fullest manner any losses ivhtcli may have 
been incurred for my sake and for roy Kervicc. Make yourself therefore fully 
easy, my Brother, on the score of your ludU stock and Sir George Colebrookcs 
failure.

The only thing 1 lH>pc and wish for is that no part of your India stock may 
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hare bc« sold ottt, at » loss ** I fchall very willingly take such stock to my* 
seU aod can wait Its rise to sell out. for whilst I am in India and rngaged in 
the ‘^Company's service I would have my mosey is that fund which will give 
my friends an influence and entitle them, to ask for me that countenance from 
which alone 1 am eimble to derive a support to my pretensions and secure 
myself from the superior weight of influence which' men by resigning the 
Company’s service and repairing to Europe loo often acquire to tlie prejudice 
>of the Company's servants who are toiling abr^d. I have ^id^.l hope 
suffldenl to satisfy your mind. My sister will inform you of what I have written 
to her and make good by my dlre^ion* every assurance which /her affection 
has influenced her to make Co you and all my dearest friends.

My dear Sir, 

I have more than once taken up the pen to register my obligations by 
acknowIcdgmenU but with a mind more adopted to face favors and to act 
from their impression, 1 have protracted making them, until ashamed of the 
lapse of time I have suffered to pass, I could no longer defer the expresaion 
of rov llianks, however unequal to my sense of the aeal and friendship with 
which you have assisted me. Trails of character know by communication 
giving judgment fairer play in the choke of connections than perMnal 
acquaintance in which the agreeable and ei\gapng often detenntne our 
election. I ought to have presumed, your knowledge of me would have dis¬ 
pensed with simple thanks and done yourself and me justice on the present 
occasion, and indeed I must trust to this, for I am one of the worst professing 
friends, at the very instant I am lenacioos of the character of a real xeatous 
and firm one, and therefore allow me without further words to expect and 
pay the reciprocal rights of friendship connected with my sister my dearest, 
most beloved and tried friend, by whom accepted you must be mine and 
retained mine. 

The circumstances in which you supposed me placed are precluded by 
an all-ruling Providence, inscrutable in its dbpensations. To her our friend is 
obliged, and she probably will reconcile him to those whose connections might 
have forced them to disregard his worth. You will find in my letters to my 
sister I have already drawn this caodusion, on the shifung of Mr. Wheler's 
appointment consequent to tlie news of Sir John Clavering’s very ill slate of 
health. It presages in my opinion all Mr. Hastings can wish, for had the 
Ministry at all events resolved his ejection, they would scarcely have yielded the 
advantage of his resignation, if they meant subsequently to iniist upon ii tn 
favor of Oencral Cootc. 1 therefore expect if this gentleman does come out, 
his nomination will be such as to include the possibility of the event that has 
hapiiened, and leave Mr. Hastings tn the Government. I may be mistaken, 
but as appearance* strongly suppon this reasoning Mr. Hastings must stand 
acquitted to the Minister for keeping his seal, and I stand excused for suj.- 
porting him while lie holds it and holds it in all human probability with ii« 
secret wish ol Lord North that he should hold it 

My sentiments you will find have very much varied and were not fixt, 
until my intelligence was complete for in the Idea of Mr. Wheleris coming 
out to fiU the vacancy occasioned by Mr, Hastings’s pn^sed resignation, 
the act ol iliKlaimtng McLeanc’s negotiation at the /iw/ it was committed 
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,appeared to me tn a tight extremely uoaccountable, aod I cm not evcB now 
reccncrile k to any prindpte bm too easy actjutesccncr to tht tfrfcjV? <f/ 
/ritndj who had a paittcubr %'iow in pcrstiadnig Him of its positive necesaity. 

I wrote McLeanc on the mosneiit I heard of hli arrivaJp but ai tir was 
departed ttic Coast before my k«er reached it, I had not the satisfaction of a 
reply to the questions I asked under my dissatlsfaetjini at Hastings'® condach 
The perspicuity with which you view characters must acquit or condemn roe 
in lhi> instance. If 1 misjudged, my tine was simply lo have left him to hinifielf 
and declined a scence that wnflUkeTy to envolve me more and more, and in fact 
witlmul any prohahtity of giving A?f* Hastings qtiieli destroy what little means 
f might have remaining lo serve the general great rsiuse 1 liad oiigageil in. 
Wliatevef might be my ideas htfore the aftoration In Mr, ^Vheler'a appoint* 
cicnt, that alteTation changiiiig the prospect m much in favor of our friond 
instanily acquitted Mm to me, and From that moment 1 ao longer regarded 
Kb retiring ns an obligati<^n inctimbent on him. No support i had given him 
made such a sacnficc indispensable^ nor will I ever be so unreasonable as. ti> 
entertain a thought that a friend csin owe more Co me than to himself, or 
yield bb prospects to proroote mine against his obvious and fitat interest. In 
I Lis sentiment 1 W'ait iLt fulness, of time to answer my wishes or to give 
Lhcni up and retire. 

Mr. Hastings continues slid embroiled, and Mr. Ft^cU indcfaligabk in 
opposition startles our new associate, who feebly reechoes his seotlments 
in firm persuasion that his conduct is regulated by Cabinet mslrtictions, while 
Frandl's object is in fact to approach llie Chair regnrdie.^ of the means that 
may advance him to it. 

The restoration of Raja Rajebulliib to tiie Royroyanee office, a mcasarc 
ublig^tory on Mr. Hastings and pointed sttongty lo by the spirit of the

My confidence in your friendship and reliance-on Beaumont induced me 
to give you the trouble I have done on many money Imnsxctioni, and you will 
excuse me for continuing to do it, in remittance* appropriated for payments, 
a* my sister i« ill versed in matters of account though a proper attorney to hold 
such sums as ! mean to have untouched and estimated as my net fortune in 
England. As 1 have already written to you fully on money matters entrusted to 
Beaumont and ^yourself and on the adjustment proposed %nth the executors of 
our friend, I shall turn from my personal interests to public transactions. 

The prbpo^d resignation of the Government by Hastings would have 
taken place soon alter the advices arrived, had not Sir John Claveri^ 
influenced by the strangest infatuation attempted to seixe the Chair. How this 
act was resented the advices already with you sufficiently explain, and 
Sir jolin dying left Hasting* at liberty to keep his place, it being understood 
the obligation lb resign ceased with the cxlinclion of Sir John's pretensions 
However that may be, the general voice was pleased to pronounce the 
obligation stronger upon Hastings because I was to be benefitted by his 
ratification of the promise given in England, but as popular oplmons are 
hastily formed, Uic circumstances that determine a man's actions have not 
always that weight given them they justly merit Undoubtedly I should have 
been obliged to Hastings had he retired in order to give me his place. \cl a* 
hi* relinquishing was upon compulsion, the compulsion ceasing could not 
operate in my favour, and it is rather too extravagant an expectation to 
imagine a friend shall yield to me the greatest good he enjoys liecausc he 
must have parlrci with it to his enemy, and because had I not preserved it to 
him, be must Imvc lost it by the most daring act of presumption. This in lact 
would be impeathing my principle and imputing to my condurt view* very 
diflrrcni from those on which I rejgulaledit Wlialevi-r Hastings may do, I owi- 
a respect to myself ihai frees me from the influence of the object he is 
pleased in the pt^sessiqn of, and this rxaipcct equally ensures liis Government 
my support as it docs di^pointmcnl to upposition. which would lure me 
into its view* by the prospect of putting me into instant poss^ionof »r 
wishes. Hook for no romantic instance of gratitude, while Hastings is just 
and friendly 1 am sadsficd; when he is otherwise I may feel concern at having 
benefitted a bad roan, but It will be mingled with the complacency of self- 

approbation in having merited better.

In these circumstances we have authorized the Bombay Government to 
interfere in thr political scene at Poona and to establish the interests of the 
Company on the dissensions of the Ministers as far as may be coosistent with 
the treaty of Proondiir. This vote is gmutided on the Bombay advices and 
oerUin intelligence of the distracted state of the MaharatU Government 
and the intrigues of a faction in it to introduce the French. The scheme 
on which St. Lubin came was projected in France. Mr. Elliot In his way 
through the Continent to Snea picked up some information relative to It. and 
these arc all corroborated by the evidence of facU at Poona, and in so strong 
a manner that tltere can be no doubt of the intentions of France, nor of the 
necessity of counteracting them. 1 hope we shall not be subjected to the 
danger of military operations, but as it ts necessary to be guarded against 
events, we propose to increase our Battallions from 700 to 1000 Native 
troops. This will enable os lo hold between 6 and 7000 men in readiness for 
the West of India without weakening our established strength in proportion 
to the aid we lend. Francis and WheJer dissent to our policy, and tike good 
stewards are for preserving a useless mass of treasure and adding to It, 
improvident of the means that must be taken to protect it from invasion. If 
ibe French should ever fairly establish themselves at Poona and command the 
foiws of that Government implicitly in I he prosecution of their designs, their 
immediate route alter the reduction of Bombay will be by Ujein to Ou^ and 
Bengal with all the powers hostile to us at their back. It h amaiing to me 
how Francis can Itave tlwr front to talk about a saving of 10 or ao Incs, after 
having so frequently expatiated on the folly of burying the wealth of the 
country in our cofferi, wealth we could neither use in the country nor realize 
in Europe by increase of investment, and upon this principle modestly 
proposing a reduction of rents to the amount of the Civil and Mtlitar)' 
charges and the investment for Europe estimated at 70 Ucs, a stroke that 
would ha>e gi\rn up about a crore per annum to zemindars, a fund t imagine 
meant for himself and associates; yet IhH man talks of economy, etc., etc., 
upon occasions that make it a just economy lo lay out money.

Dear Sir, 

Since my last of the 6th sub^quent advices from Bombay and intelligence 
direct from Poona intimate that the different views of the two sections in the 
^faharaUa Government are openly avowed, the one In the interest of France 
countenanced by Nannafur Navies, the other by Succaram Babboo and 
Mahraba Fumee^, and that since the defeat of the Nana's army under Hurry 
punt Furkea by the forces of Hyder, the family of Hurrjpunl has removed 
from Poona to the fort of Ruttungiruh whither Nana has likwlse sent off 
his most valuable effects and seems disposed to follow litem in person. In this 
slate of parties the crisis of a most important revolotioa is apparent, .ind 
such a revolution as 1 fUlter myself must terminate in security to the British 
possessions and the absolute exclusion of the French. A rupture between the 
Xfahar&tlu Ministers could not have happened at a better period; the 
French schemes as yet unripe for execution fall with the party that was to 
have supported them, while the English influence by the very means projea- 
^ by one of the Miniitefs for its suppression, becomes Bxt and probably 
permanent in their sute. Whatever may be the consequence of these 
dissensknis to the Ministers themselves. It is next to-, a certainty that the 
l>owrr which decides between them will reap great advanUges from their 
contests and ultimately give the law. I may be niistaken; yet so hrmly 
persuaded am I of the English Power being firmly established on the

dusenstons andi dUtrected irtftlc of the Maharatta Government that I would 
stake my head on the coneJosioo I draw being verified. Vieured in every 
light thr rupture between ihr Ministers is most fortunate to the Engltsh 
Empire in the East. Had France obtained a footing on the Continent and 
directed the military operations of the MaharratU stale with the best 
ca«alry In the East, joined to their European force, and the native infantry 
they could have raised and disciplined with the treasures of Pconm, they must 
have infallibly reduced Bombay, from thence they would have turned 
through their own dominions (for such the Maharalta States would have 
been) to the Province of Unde on which 4hey border, and have entered 
Bengal* with fire and sword, for although the MaharatU dominions are 
divided among many powerful Chitffs their reduction would be no 
difficult task to a French Government directing the immediate strength of 
their capital to the accomplishment of such an object. It U most happy then 
that the French are not ripe for «iction, and that this rupture of the 
Ministers effectually frustrates the intrigues on which they liad built to 
dispute, with probability of success to the Empire of IndU with Great Britain. 

A» it has been urged that the Government of Bombay is weak and 
unequal to the part she Ukes in the great political scene, allow me to reipiest 
your bspection of the returns of their force. You will find from them that 
they can bring into the field, if occasion calls, an army equal tn numbers 
and better appointed than the one with which we formerly contested the 
possession of Bengal with Cos>iro Ally Cawn witliout o single ally to take 
part In our cause. Yet we were successful, and though opposed by the 
best disciplined troops of .Asia and some fortresses of strength, drove the 
enemy beyond the Proviocca in the course of one year.

Whether 
U wtU fix there and on (hr ruins of thr opposite Faction give an adminis* 
tration of vigor and pemonency cannot possibly be conjectured. Bombay 
1 suspect will effect nothing. Tlie invitation given to Ragooba at the close 
of Moraba's short administration U ninch clogged, and the resolutions of the 
Bombay Council indicate suspense. It was Mr. Hastings's, it was my opinion 
that wont ol decision on ilic first revolution would lose to tbr Bombay 
Government the best opportunity of poshing their views with a judicions 
policy. The opfiortunity is no sooner gone than the n^e and mflucnce of 
our Government in unavailing declaralbns and votes became instantly engaged. 
No comment u necessary to such politics. It is sufficient to tell you^ we 
conceived it possible^ and in this sentiment had regulated our mcosurea 
without dependence on the Poonah faction, or what might result Iroro the 
political man.igemeot of Bombay. To give security to Bombay two things 
must be accomplished : — • 

( j/-—A clieck on , the Poonah Government of such influence a> should 
bind si to the <bscrvanc« of Its engagements and prevent any 
attack it might have meditated in conjunction with France 
on Bombay.
